poisonous articles, and is known to be 
deleterious to health and very demor- 
alizing in its effects. 


As there is not time at this special 
session, now about to close, to give 
this subject the consideration it calls 
for, we recommend that this memor- 
ial be referred to the commiHsion on 
the liquor question to be appointed to 
report at the regular session of the 
Legislature to be held in February, 
1898.

Alexander D. McAvoy, who, it

McAvoy was born and raised un- 
der the British flag, but is thor- 
oughly imbued with Americanism 
and loyal to the government of his 
adoption. As such he entered the 
service at Hawaii, where he passed 
himself off as a Scotland Yard de- 
tective that he might obtain the 
inside of the royalist plans to re- 
store the deposed queen, and it was 
hie secret work that, in conjunc- 
tion with Admiral Walker's prompt 
action, saved the island from roy- 
alists and England in August last 


" McAvoy's history of the mud- 


dle there is no donbt very accurate. 
He has with him sufficient docu- 
mentary evidence that proves that 
he knows what he is talking about. 
" He is an admirer of the Hawai- 


ian grit and determination to estab- 
lish its independence, and says the 
Government is a unit on the sub- 
ject of annexation.

(third) of maintaining it, 
(fourth) 


of a repair ship and of operating such 
repair ship. 
"Tbe committee recommend tbe in- 


troduction of a new bill (which will 
remove the objections raised) in place 
of tbe one before the House."

ate.Rep. Winston endorsed the remarks 
of the previous speaker, but as the 
committee report showed the bill to 
be full of irregularities, it should be 
corrected. 


Rep. Robertson questioned the re- 


port of the committee. He. likewise 
thought the cable question a great 
thing, i-econd only to that of annexa- 
tion. The committee wanted a new 
bill just because there happened to be 
a few irregularities. If they wanted 
a new bill it was tbeir business to 
present one, instead of simply recom- 
mending. The member then moved 
that the bill be taken up oa second 
reading. Carried. 


Rep. Rycroft was in favor of the 


cable, hut he had learned from reli- 
able sources that subsidizing alone 
would cosr the 
Government some 


$500,000. Care should be taken 
The 


pathway should be made clear before 
proceeding. 
Bills have been brought 


up in the American Congress for the 
building of a cable to the islands. 
They were all either defeated or defer- 
red 
The United States could grant a 


million dollars where Hawaii could 
only afford a thousand. The cable 
did not seem to him to be such an im- 
portant thing as a great many sup- 
posed. 


Rep Hoberison differed materially 


from the member from Puua. The 
importance of the cable could not be 
ov<-re8ti mated.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The House met at 1 :30. 
Report of the committee on Sunday 


concerts was taken up. 


Rep. Richards spoke In favor of 


having the concerts. He said, in tup- 
port of the minority report, that he, 
like others was in favor of annexa- 
tion 
The Government and people 


claimed to he in favor of annexation. 
If annexation was secured there would 
be plenty of baud concerts. He claimed 
the majority of the people wanted the 
cor certs and, iu his opinion, they 
should have them. Personally, he had 
no interest in the matter, but believed 
a large majority favored band con- 
certs. 
If he was not convinced of this 


he would not speak in defense of the 
rights guaranteed the people under 
free institutions. 


Rep. Rycroft thought the commit- 


tee did not go deep enough into the 
matter. They made a purely personal 
report. He had canvassed the town, 
and many people had spoken to him 
concerning 
baud 
concerts. 
They 


thought the concerts i-hould be given. 
As a large majority are in favor of it, 
he believed the privilege should be 
granted. 


Rep. Haouna wanted consideration 


of the resolution indefinitely post- 
poned. 
He cited that the present 


Sunday law was considered very strict, 
yet there were trains, target shooting, 
etc. 
He was not so much opposed to 


the concerts, but he thought the mat 
ter was somewhat selfish, as only 
people iu Honolulu would be bene- 
fitted. 
The member thought the 


present Sunday law ought to be 
amended. 


Rep. Rycroft said tlie members of 


the House who opposed the resolution 
woulii meet with ignominious defeat 
at the next election 


Rep. 
Robertson thought the time 


had come to break away from the old 
order of affairs. 
There could be no 


«eiiHible or logical leason why Barred 
band c< ncerts should not be allowed 
on Sunday.

Senator Hocking, for Corrmilfee on 


Passed Bills, reported that thfresolu- 
tion referring to electric railways and

Senator Waterhouse, for Finance 


Committee, recommended an amend- 
ment to the bill exempting public li- 
braries from taxation; the amendment 
included the Honolulu Y. M. C. A. 


Senator Brown, for Judiciary Com- 


mittee, recommended that the bill 
regulating District Court appeals be 
laid on the table. The report was 
adopted. 


Senator Schmidt read a letter from 


the Viticultural Commission of Cali- 
fornia praying for relief. The letter 
claimed that the California wine trade 
had suffered greatly through the large 
imports of saki to this country and 
asked that a duty be placed on that 
Japanese drink or any other wine 
not made from grapes. The letter 
was referred to the Committee on 
Commerce. 
Secate Bill No. 13, relating to mo 


tions for new trials, passed second 
reading. 


Tbe bill exempting public libraries 


from taxation came up. The commit- 
tee's amendment which included the 
Y. M. C. A. caused much discussion. 


Minister Damon said it was a mis- 


take to exempt sectarian institutions 
from taxation. The claim was made 
that tbe Y. M. C. A. was not a sectar- 
ian body; he considered it as such not- 
withstanding. It was an evangelical 
association pure and simple. 
Tbe 


speaker declared that tbe constitution 
prohibited any meddling in such mat- 
ters and hoped that no religious con- 
troversy would be started by the law- 
makers of this Republic. Now was 
tbe time to rule out such legislation. 
It was his duty os Minister of Fi 
nance to protest and said it was not 
right to pay public monies to religious 
denominations. 


Senator Brown endorsed the remarks, 


of the speaker and moved that the 
orginal bill pass. Seconded by Sena- 
tor Wright. 
Senator Baldwin said that the Y. 


M. C. A. was not a sectarian institu- 
tion. It was open to all classes, irre- 
spective of their religious belief. 
It 


was a valuable public institution and 
did much for the moral welfare of 
young men. He thought the Y, M. C, 
A. was as much entitled to exemption 
as churches. He had been asked to 
subsciibe money from time to time, 
and had done .o with tbe understand- 
ing that there was nothing of a sectar- 
ian character about the Institution. 


Minister Smith favored the amend- 


ment. The Y. M. C. A. was building 
a gymnasium for the benefit of young 
men aud in other way. was doiuj; 
much for the pbyscal, mental aud 
moral advancement of the commu- 
nity. If Catholics or any other relig- 
ious denomination s-tarted a similar 
organization he would favor the re- 
mi-siorj of taxes in each case. 
The 


law before the Senate could be re- 
pealed at any time and he favored 
exemption ; for the present at least. 


Senator McCandless claimed that it 


was as much of a public institutioa 
as the Honolulu Library, and in his 
opinion, it was more of a public bene- 
factor. 


A letter from President Lowrey, of 


tbe Association, was read. It recited 
the advantages furnished young men 
It was not self-supporting and depend- 
ed mostly on private donations to 
keep the doors open. The officers of 
the institution considered It more- of a 
public benefit than 
the Honolulu 


Library. 
Senator Waterhouse said that the 


majority of similar institutions in the 
United States were exempt from taxa- 
tion. Tbe Y. M. C. A. was for tbe 
benefit of the whole people and should 
not be saddled with heavy taxes. 


Minister Damon 
thought if the 


amendment carried it would be the 
means of opening the doors to similar 
institutions and the matter would 
have to be gone over again. 


The amendment was lost, 9 to 5: 


Henatora Rice, Lyman, Baldwin, Mc- 
Candless and Waterhous-e voting aye. 
Original bill pai-ed 
thin! reading 


unanimously. 


The amendment reenrding the use 


of elef tricity by the Hawaiian Tram- 
wajs Company was taken up on third 
reading. 
Senator Wright was opposed to the

the committee; it wan their opinion 
that the signature of the President 
was unnecessary. It might be handed 
to tilm for information. 
Rep. Hanuiia introduced a resolu- 


lution asking the Minister of the In- 
terior to take steps toward removing 
the powder maga/lne from the present 
location. It was a menace to people 
in the vicinity. A petition had been 
presented to tbe Cabinet for considera- 
tion. No action had been taken. The 
Mlnisterof the Interior did not seem 
to appreciate the danger. 


Rep. Rycroft asked that a commit 


tee be appointed to investigate the 
matter. Perhaps there wan no cause 
for alarm. 
Rep. Bond furnishnd the informa- 


tion that the Government had consid- 
ered the matter, but no suitable place 
for locating the 
powder magazine 


could be found. 


Kep. Kamauoha said the powder | 


magazine had b«en in its present po- , 
silion for a longtime. Houses were 
•rected in the neighborhood long after ] 
.he building of the magazine. 
No ex- i 


ilosion has yet taken place, 
! 


Rep. Rycroft moved for an indefi- 


nite postponement of the resolution. 
The Minister of the Interior knew of 
,he matter and the Government had 
t under consideration. Carried. 


Rep. Robertson, under suspension of 


the rules, read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands relating to 
Land Act. Adopted. 


Rep. Kamauoha made a motion for 


suspension of the rules in order to in- 
troduce a resolution. 
Carried. He 


wanted to know if the members 
fav- 


ored having a record of the session in 
pamphlet form, gotten up by a person 
having no connection with tbe House, 
the clerk's duties being too arduous to 
undertake the work. 
Tbe proposition did not seem to 


find fa for among the members. Sev- 
eral considered it unnecessary. The 
matter was dropped. 


Cable bill passed third reading. 
Rep. Kamauoha introduced a reso- 


lution authorizing the purchase of 
twenty-five copies of a report of the 
session, to be published by Frank 
Godfrey, the pamphlet 
to contain 


photographs of members of the Legis- 
lature. 
Rep. Haia had no doubt of the use- 


fulness of the book, but he did not 
approve of using public money for the 
same. 
Rep. Rycroft was not in favor of 


voting public money for such expend- 
iture. If the book could be obtained 
by a guarantee of pay for twenty-five 
copies by the House he would support 
tbe resolution. 


Rep. Richards wanted to make it a 


joint resolution. A committee should 
be appointed to ascertain the cost. 
The resolution provided for twenty- 
five copies. What would be done 
with the extra copies? 
Rep. Rycrolt thought twenty-five 


enough—one each for the Executive 
and members 
and 
officers of the 


House. 
Rep. Richards wanted 
to know 


where the Senate figured in the deal. 


Rep. Rycroft answered that the 


Senate was not in it. 


Rep. 
Robertson thought a joint res- 


olution should not be favored. The 
Senate would get ahead of them on a 
joint vote, as it had been doing stead- 
ily. The Senate could act separately. 


Rep. 
Kamauoha obtained leave to 


amend his motion, limiting the ex- 
pense to $125. Resolution carried as 
amended 


Rep. Kamauoba was 
given two 


weeks leave of absence. 


At noon the House adjourned till 


10 o'clock Monday morning.

OPINION OF THE COUBT BY CIRCUIT JDDGE 


WHITING. 


The plaintiff sues in ejectment to 


recover one half of certain land at 
Ewa, Oahu. claiming as heir of Lilin 
the patentee, and produced evidence 
tending to show that she and Pilipo 
were at a certain period in bis life 
time the sole equal heirs surviving 
of Kaapaahili, a brother 
of the 


patentee, 
Pilipo died about 
18 


months ago bat jast before bis death 
conveyed the whole of the premises to 
defendant laea. The charge of the 
Court confined the issue to the ques- 
tion of pedigree. 
A verdict was 


rendered in fav*or of plaintiff for one 
half of the premises and defendant 
duly excepted thereto and moved for 
a new trial on the ground that the 
verdict was contrary to the law and 
the evidence, and the motion was 
overruled, and defendant excepted. 


The jury are the judges of the evi- 


dence, witnesses and facts and we 
can now only examine the case so far 
as to see whether there was evidence 
produced before the 
jury 
upon 


which they could base their verdict. 
We find that there is ample evidence. 


Testimony of Hoaliliamanu. In 


answer to Mr. Kinney. 


I live at Ewa, was born at Waiawa. 


I know the land in dispute. My 
home is about two miles from this 
land. I was born in 1838. I know 
this girl. I knew her parents before 
she was born and knew her when she 
was born. Her father was Kamai 
and her mother Kamealani. They 
were married and lived at Waiau 
and she was born. I don't know 
when she was born. Kamai and his 
wife were living on this land in dis- 
pute. Kaapaahili was the father of 
Kamai andKeikikeahane the mother. 
There were six children in the family 
of Kaapaahili. Kamai was the old- 
est. 
He was born before they came 


to Ewa, he was brought down from 
Molokai. Liliu and Hoaai my father 
came and then Kaapaahili and his 
wife came. This boy Kamai came 
down with them from Molokai and 
became the father of this girl. Lilia 
was the patentee of this land. Kaa- 
paahili and his wife and Lilin lived 
on the land and the children lived 
there with their parents. Lilin and 
Kaapaahili lived there together and 
this same woman in the same house 
on the land. My father said that 
Lilin and Kaapaabili 
were two 


brothers, fhe elder and younger one. 
I knew Kaapaahili. Lilin died at 
the time of tbe small pox, I don't re- 
collect seeing him. 
After Liliu died 


Kaapaahili lived on the land with his 
children and wife. At that time 
Pilipo was small. He was the fourth 
child. The first child was Kamai, 
the next a daughter Kiowai, the next 
a daughter Lili, the next was Pilipo 
and after Pilipo a daughter named 
Makamonamona and then a son nam- 
ed Luahine. 
Kiowai and Lili died. 


They never had any husbands or 
children. Makamonamona had no 
children but she had a husband nam- 
ed Alohe. I think they were married 
because they lived together and in 
those times they were very strict 
about those matters and they must 
have been married. I assume they 
were married because they lived to- 
gether. 
Makamonamona was 
a 


hannchback. Luahine was not mar- 
ried. He went up to Mani and lived 
with a woman. He came back and 
died and he had no children. Kamai 
had one child, this Ana Monamona. 
After Kaapaahili's death all these 
children lived on the land, Kamai 
and his brothers and sisters. Kamai 
died at Waiawa and he was buried on 
this land in question. His wife Ka- 
mealani 
died 
on 
the 
land 
in 


question. 
Kamai 
died 
first. 


After 
her 
husband's death she 


continued living on the land. 
All 


these people lived there equally, one 
was not living under tbe 
other. 


Crost examination. I think Kaapaabili 
died in 1866. Keikikeuhane died 
about i860. Liliu died of small pox 
in 1853. Kaapaahili told me that is 
what killed him. I never saw Lilin. 
Kaapaahili himself told me that they 
were two brothers that my father 
came with them from Molokai. 


(This witness gave fall testimony 


as to tbe family of Kaapaabili al- 
ways living on tbia land in unison.) 


Testimony of Kapuakela. 
My 


father was Kamai, my mother KB 
mealflni. 
My father's parents were 


Kaapaabili and Keikikenhane 
Kaa 


paahili 
came from 
Molokai with 


Liliu bia elder brother, the patentee 
of this land 
My grandmother came 


from Molokai with Kaapaahili and 
Liha. I d.on't know of Makamona 
mona'rt having any bir-band. 
She 


was a cripple. I wiw horn and lived 
on the land in dispute 
My parents 


lived there and my nncles and aunt. 
All of that family lived there to- 


gether. I never heard that it bad 
been given by Liha to Pilipo lo tb« 
exclusion of tbe other children 
\V'e 


all lived there equally. Never heurii 
my right to live there disputed until ' 
afttr the sale made by Pilipu to laea 
Pilipo is dead over a year and tbe 
deed was made-a few days before bis 
death. Pilipo in bib life time never 
to my knowledge asserted au abso 
lute ownership to that property. 
Pilipo had a memorandum of tbe 
time of my birth but wcce bia death 
it cannot be found. 
I beard about 


all these people from my own father 
and from Pilipo himself. They told 
me when I was born bat I have for 
gotten. I never saw my grandfather 
or grandmother 
I was never told 


the year that they died, 


Lavinia Kapn testifies: She lived 


at Ewa from I860; know plaintiff 
Kapuakela 
and 
defendant laea; 


known plaintiff for several years, 
from when she was a child, a small 
child. 
Plaintiff resided when I first 


knew her on the property before the 
Court today. At that time I first 
knew Kapuakela, Kamai was in pos- 
session of the land. I only heard 
that Liliu was uncle of Kamai. I 
only heard, I don't know the mother's 
name. There were two men that 
came from Molokai. I went to live 
at Ewa when I got acquainted with 
the children of Kaapaahili who was 
tbe father. I never knew the moth- 
er at all. Lilin was Kaapaabili's son, 
I heard that. 
Kamai had three 


brothers and sister. One was Kamai, 
Luahine, those were two boys; sister 
was Makamonamona. I heard of 
other children but I never knew 
them. 
Kamai married Kamealani, 


had one child Kapuakela. Kamai is 
dead. Pilipo is dead. Luahine and 
Makamonamona are 
dead. They 


left no children except Kamai. They 
were all unmarried as far as I knew 
excepting Kamai. 
I have talked 


with the members of that family 
about the events as they took place. 
I beard that the reason these two 
men came from Molokai was to play 
a game >! maika with my husband; 
two 
men Liliu and Kaapaabili. 


Also the wife of Kaapaahili. Did 
not know tbe wife. That is all I 
heard about their coming down here 
to challenge my husband to this 
maika. I have heard Pilipo talk 
about it. I always heard that Liliu 
and Kaapaahili were kaikuana and 
kaikaina; when I came to live down 
here both Liliu and Kaapaahili were 
dead and also the wife. When I first 
knew the family the members were 
Kamai, Pilipo, Luabine and Maka- 
monamona. I know the land in dis- 
pute ; they were all together on the 
land but he was tbe only one that 
had a honse on the place. It was 
1861 or 1862 that I first saw Kamai 
on the land using it. Kamai, Pilipo, 
Makamonamona and Luahine were 
brothers and sisters. I never heard 
that Liliu was not Belated to Kaapaa- 
hili grandfather of these children; I 
always heard that they were related. 
I heard about this relationship of 
Lilia and Kaapaahili from 
_ othors 


and also from members of this fam- 
ily; all these children that I have 
named. 


Tbe defendant produced testimony 


in contradiction of plaintiff's testi- 
mony, the larger part of which was 
tbe testimony of several witnesses 
for the defendant who did not know 
the pedigree of this family, nor were 
they acquainted with the members of 
Pilipo's family when alive, but such 
testimony cannot prevail against 
that of witnesses who did know not 
only the pedigree but also the mem- 
bers of the family when alive. 


This exception is overruled. 
The above is the only assignment 


of error set out in the bill of excep- 
tions. But there Appears in the bill 
the following: 


"The Clerk's minutes, the notes of 


evidence as taken by the stenograph 
er, tto exceptions noted by defendant's 
counsel as appears by the stenographer's 
notes," &c., &c., &c., "are hereby refer- 
red to and made a part of this bill of 
exceptions." 


The defendant at the hearing be- 


fore this Court on examination of the 
evidence picked out two exceptions 
to the admission of testimony and 
asked that they be considered as if 
set out in the bill. . This cannot be 
allowed, all assignments of errors 
must appear on the face of the bill 
of exceptions and none others can 
be heard. 


The words "The exceptions noted 


by defendant's counsel as appears by 
the stenographer's notes are referred 
to and made a part of this bill of 
exceptions" cannot be construed to 
cover the omission to set out the 
alleged errors in the bill itself. To 
entitle appellant to argue any as- 
signment of error it must appear on 
the face of the bill and he is not en- 
titled to be beard or to rely upon any 
error not appearing therein. 


The alleged exceptions set forth in 


the stenographer's notes are as fol- 
lows:

A steady and for the most part

Money, a London journal, gives an 
excellent review of the situation, 
holding that while it would be too 
optimistic to state that there ia no 
danger, there is no nation prepared 
to risk war and more particularly 
to assume the initiative. The late 
Czar made preparations for war but 
they are not complete. "Russia in 
the East" is regarded as the dis- 
quieting element but it is not con- 
sidered that that power will meet 
with forcible resistance from either 
England or the United States with- 
out unusual provocation. France is 
expected to follow anything Russia 
may do but Germany is expected 
to withdraw from the new Triple 
Alliance in which she believes she 
was upfcd as a cat's paw to carry 
out tbe aspirations of other nations.

THE ENABLING ACT. 


As was remarked by Representa- 


tive Robertson, the House Commit- 
tee on Commerce in pointing out 
the defects in tbe Cable Enabling 
Act and recommending a new bill 
should at least offer something 
tangible in the shape of a new bill 
rather than rest satisfied in finding 
fault with the present draft. 
It is 


next to impossible at this stage in 
cable matters to draw a complete 
bill of particulars as to where it 
shall land, how it shall be con- 
structed and how much it shall 
cost. The present necessity 13 to 
place the Government in a position 
to Ireat with nations or corpora- 
tions. 
It is not to be supposed that 


in case the Legislature is not in 
session, the Executive and Council 
of State will enter into an unbusi- 
ness like proceeding that will sad- 
dle this country with a burden 
which it is not well able to carry. 
This country cannot lay the cable 
nor can it pay more than its pro- 
portional share of the cost, even

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tating effects experienced by con- 
tinued residence in the districts 
close to the sea level are due, not 
to the direct tropical heat, but 
rather to the malarial tendencies 
brought about by ttie proximity of 
the surface water to the ground 
level. The Hawaiian malaria is 
not the pernicious disease eo much 
dreaded in many countries, but as 
Dr. Russell says, while it kills 
nobody it makes 
uncomfortable 


more or less everybody, with the 
exception of natives, Chinese and 
those whites who possess the happy 
natural immunity against it. 


The only recommendation Dr. 


Russell offers by which the com- 
munity may be rid of the debilitat- 
ing climatic effects is for tbe resi- 
dents to keep out of tbe low lands 
and make their homes at an alti- 
tude at least 500 feet above the sea 
level, where proper drainage and 
fresh air are assured. It was Dr. 
Russell who, at the convention of 
physicians held in this city, stated 
that the people of Hawaii had 
made the mistake of their lives by 
failing to follow the South Ameri- 
can custom of removing the resi- 
dent portions to the foot hills. Hav- 
ing established the business and 
resident center of Honolulu in the 
lowlands it will doubtless be a good 
many years before this section of 
the country will be revolutionized 
to meet climatic renditions, but 
the suggestions are worthy of atten- 
tion in the devo'opment of new dig

OPINION OF THE OODET BY CIBCUIT JUDGE 


COOPEB. 


The plaintiff claims to be entitled 


to the possession of the Ahapnaa of 
Eeei 1, South Kona, Hawaii, under a 
lease from the Trustees of Mrs. B. P. 
Bishop, deceased. 


As it is admitted by the parties 


that the fee of the Ahapnaa is vested 
in the Trustees of Mrs. Bishop, and 
the lease from the Trustees of her 
estate to the plaintiff shows conclu- 
sively that be is the sole lessee of the 
land, and the defendants having 
claimed title from the same source, 
we must hold that he has successfully 
derained his title. 


The principal contention on the 


part of the defendants is that there 
has been no ouster; that they simply 
claim a right of entry npon the land 
for the purpose of picking the coffee 
crops, and consequently the plaintiff 
cannot recover in an action of eject- 
ment, but should have sought bis 
remedy in trespass if he disputed the 
right of defendants. 


The evidence shows that the plain 


tiff having obtained a lease of the 
land in question, made an arrange- 
ment with a hai of some 80 persons, 
of which he was a metnb'er3 by. which 
they cultivated the cof£«jf Janets, and

After two crops had 
been disposed of tbe plaintiff had 
trouble with members of the hni and 
forbade them to enter upon tbe land, 
but some of tbe members, including 
the defendants, again entered upon 
the land and did some work npon it, 
at the same time denying the plain- 
tiffs right to possession. The plain- 
tiff told them to qnit working but 
they still continued and appointed a 
luna over his head. 


This we think constituted 
an 


ouster on the part of the defendants 
and tbe plaintiff was correct in bring 
ing his actioD in ejectment, and 
farther, in our opinion Section 1129 
of the Civil Code, would permit the 
plaintiff to bring his action in eject- 
ment although the defendants were 
not in continuous possession. None 
of the parties lived OD the land nor 
were there any houses upon it. 


If the defendants did not claim 


the right of possession they should 
have filed a disclaimer, hut instead of 
that they relied 'upon a general i 
denial.

OPIMION OF THE COURT BY JCDD, C. J. 


In this case the plaintiff obtained a 


verdict and a bill of exceptions was 
allowed the defendants. The case was 
tried in the Circuit Court, First Cir- 
cuit, it being an action of trespass on 
the case in which plaintiff claimed 
damages of the defendant Corporation 
and its manager for an alleged libel 
published iu tbe Pacific Commercial 
Advertiser, a newspaper printed and 
published by the said defendants, in 
the issue of November 30, 1893. 


The alleged defamatory words taken 


from the declaration aud omitting tbe 
inuendoes are as follows: 
"Gomez 


and his dope. The Portuguese jeweler 
arrested with opium in his possession 
J. E. Gomez, the jeweler, was arrest- 
ed last evening and charged with hav- 
ing opium in his possession. He was 
afterwards released on ball. The ar- 
rest was made in tbe house of a half- 
Chinaman named Apio, in Nuuanu 
Valley. 
Gomez had made a contract 


with another Chinaman to sell him 
thirty tins of tbe drug. The China- 
man had been furnished with money 
to buy it and last night was the date 
set for completing the transaction. Just 
as Gomez was about to pass over the 
opium, the police descended and raked 
the whole party in. ' 


Tbe declaration did not allege spe- 


cial damages, the plaintiff relying 
upon his position that the words or 
the alleged publication were libelous 
per ae. 


At tbe close of the plal ntiff's case, de- 


fendants' counsel asked that the plain- 
tiff be non-suited ou tbe ground that 
the article in question did uot contain 
words libelous (actionable) per ae, aud 
in such case tbe special damages must 
be proved and none bad been proved. 
The Court overruled the motion and 
tbe case proceeded. 


Are tbe words in the publication 


llht-lous In themselves? 


Tbe law applicable to libel is a crea- 


ture of growth, derived from,Euglish 
and American judicial precedents 
through a long period of time. We 
have no statutory enactments defining 
the law applicable to civil suits for 
damage for defamatory words, either 
spoken or written, and we must resort 
to the principles laid down by judges 
and jurists uuder the common law. 


Tbe defamatory matter in question 


comes within that class which affects 
private persons and which "imputes 
to a person the commission of a 
crime." Newell in Defamation, etc., 
p. 67. Or as Starkie, Sec. 98, expresses 
it, "When an indictable offense is im- 
puted." Odgers, Sec 53, dedues the 
class as "When tbe words c large the 
plaintiff with the cominia-iuti or some 
indictable offense." 
Tt>e EuglUh rule 


seems to be that words, to be action- 
able without proof of special damages, 
or if written or printed, to oe libelous 
per se, munt be such as impute a 
crime punishable with imprisonment, 
aud if punishable by penalty or flue 
only, they are not actionable without 
proof of special damages. There has 
been great fluctuation of opinion in 
regard to this rule. Lord C. J. Holt 
held that not every charge of misde- 
meanor was actionable—only such as 
eutailed "scandalous''and "infamous" 
punishment. And, since at the pres- 
ent day there are offenses which 
though not indictable are summarily 
punishable with imprisonment, tbe 
rule as first stated needs modification. 
Judge Cooley states tbe law as now 
settled and accepted by the American 
courts (Cooley Torts pp. 196 and 7 ed. 
of 1880,) viz: "It is agreed upon all 
hands that it is not always prima 
facie actionable to Impute to one an 
act which is subject to Indictment and 
puninhment. Importance iu the law 
of defamation is attached to tbe inher- 
ent nature of the indictable act aud 
also to the punishment which the Jaw 
assigns It." Judge Cooley adopts the 
test laid down in the leading case 
of Brooker v. Coffin, 5 Johns. 190. 
"In case the charge, .if true, will 
subject the party charged to an 
indictment for a crime 
Involving 


moral turpitude, or subject him to 
an infamous punishment, then tbe 
words will be in themselves actiona- 
ble." 
He cites approvingly Pollard 


vs. Lyon, 91 U. S., 225, where the Su- 
preme Court of the U. S. per Clifford, 
J., say: "Words falsely spoken of a 
person which impute to the party tbe 
commission of some criminal offe-use 
involving moral turpitude, for which 
the party, if the charge ia true, may 
be indicted and punished" are action- 
able.

to be the rifk of social degradation 
rather thuu the risk of punishment. 
Tula is recognized , iu our statute of 
criminal libel where the wordu to bo 
erliuluul must be such aa "directly 
tend to iujuro the fame, reputation or 
good name of another person and to 
bilug him into disgrace, ubhoreuce, 
odium, hatred, contempt or ridicule, 
or lo cause him to be excluded from 
society." 


Conceding that the offense Imputed 


must be one Involving moral turpi- 
tude aud (or) attended with the riak of 
social degradation it becomes necesaa 
ry to ascertain what "moral turpitude" 
is. As defined by Newell, p. 98, the ad- 
jective ''moral" in this connection 
meaus "any manner or custom re- 
lating to or according to the received 
aud cuaUtuiary rule of right and duty 
between man and man:" "relating 
to the private aud social duties 01 
men as distinguished from civil re- 
sponsibilities." 
Turpl.ude 
signifies 


moral "baseness, depravity or euortn- 
Hy." Id. Aud "moral turpitude is 
defined to be au act of baseness, vile- 
ness or depravity in the private aud 
social duties which a man owes to bis 
fellowmen or to tociety m general, 
contrary to the accepted aud custom- 
ary rule of right and duty between 
man and man." 
Id. 99. 


We are still in uncertainty, for the 


rule of right aud wrong is derived 
from tbe state of public morals at. the 
time. Definitions of what actionable 
words are iibelous are broad enough 
to allow 
adaption of decisions to 


changes in tha social state. Otfenses 
that in some crude and debased state 
of society are considered as excus- 
able, would iu more refined aud en- 
lightened conditions be held to be the 
reverse. 


The question, therefore, for us to 


decide is whether tbe offense of hav- 
ing opium in possession for sale in- 
volves moral turpitude and would 
subject the person to whom 
the 


offense is imputed to social degra- 
dation. 
This question is for the 


Court and not the jury. The defama- 
tory matter in question seems to us to 
be unambiguous. 


It would be popularly understood 


as imputing to 
the 
plaintiff the 


offense of being a dealer in opium; of 
selling opium. By all the authorities, 
if the alleged defamatory matter is 
plainly unambiguous, the question of 
its meaning and character is for the 
Court. 
Newell, p 290, and cases 
cited. 


Tbe mere possession of opium by a 


private individual was by the law in 
torce at the time of the alleged libel, 
and is now, punishable by » fine of 
not less than fifty nor more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by im- 
prisonment at hard labor for a term 
not less than one month nor more than 
six months, or both in the discretion 
of the magistrate. And to import, sell, 
give or furnish opium was punishable 
by a fine of not less than five hundred 
dollars uor more than two thousand 
dollars, and by imprisonment at hard 
labor for any term not less than six 
months nor more than two years. 


Though there is a marked difference 


of opinion in this community as to 
whether tbe use of opium aa a nar- 
cotic can be prevented by the present 
law making it contraband and forbid- 
ding Us importation, sale or poseedaion 
(some persons being of opinion that a 
law licensing dealers under restrictive 
regulations would be tbe better policy), 
the opinion is very general that its 
habitual and continued use effects 
evil and destructive results in the 
moral and physical nature of the user. 
This general subject, and especially 
the danger to which tbe young of all 
races residing In these islands are ex- 
posed from tbe 
prevalence of the 


opium habit among Chinese, has for 
years been a matter of public dUcus- 
sioii in the Legislature and out of it. 
It seems to us that the sense of the 
community is that the conviction of a 
person as a smuggler of opium, a 
dealer in it or as having it in posses- 
sion in any quantity, would subject 
him to social degradation, f> say 
nothing of the ignominious punish- 
ment of imprisonment at hard labor 
that might follow.- To a citizen of 
good repute au 
imputation of an 


offense of this character would be 
greatly damaging. It would expose 
him to odium or contempt. 
The 


offense of selling opium implies a wil- 
lingness ou the part of the offender to 
risk the health and morals of the com- 
munity for the sake of gain, and this 
we feel involves a degree of moral 
torpitude; aud we hold the alleged 
defamatory matter is libelous, and 
the Circuit ludge was right in deny- 
ing the nonsuit. 


The plea in the case was the "gen- 


eral issue." It denied the truth of 
each and every allegation in the com- 
plaint 


On the close of the plaintiff's PAse, 


the non-suit being denied, the de- 
fendants offered to prove the truth of 
tbe matter in the alleged libel. This 
was refused by tbe judge on the ground 
that upon this complaint the plea of 
general issue did not put in issue tbe 
truth of the alleged libel. To this de- 
fendant excepted. 


It is well settled according to the 


common law that In an action of this 
character (for libel or slander) tbe de- 
fendant under a plea of general issue 
cannot be permitted to give in evi- 
dence any matters tending to establish 
the truth of the defamatory matter. 
2 Greenleaf Evid. Sec. 424. Newell 
p. 787.

At common law if a defendant de- I 


sires to admit the publication of the I 
defamatory words and avoid the con- 
sequence by asserting the truth of tbe 
same be can do so under a plea of jus- 
tification. And the truth, If pleaded, 
Is a complete defense to a civil action 
of slander or libel. 


Tbe defendants contend that the 


rule of the common law does not ap- 
ply here in the face of the statute, 
which allows a defendant under an 
answer "defying tbe truth of the 
facts stated in ttie petition," to give 
In evidence, as a defense to any civil 
action, "any matter of law or fart 
whatever "

1 ii a few bhort weeks one of the 


boldest and most startling episodes iu 
the history of the world will be made 
known by an attempt to carry out a 
plan that has been quietly worked 
throughout the Chinese empire and 
wherever representatives of that na- 
tionality reside. This is nothing short 
of a revolution, having for its object 
the overthrow of the Kong Ki dyn- 
asty, now ruling in China. It is a 
well known fact to those in the confi- 
dence in the Chinese that this act has 
been brewing for a long" time—per 
haps years—and on account of the 
enormity of the undertaking, prepare 
tions have been, of a necessity, car- 
ried on quietly for fear of untimely 
interference. 
Previous to the late 


war between China and Japan the 
coup d' etat was about ready to be 
sprung, but breaking out of hostilities 
made it necessary to postpone the 
plan. The present is said to be a 
most opportune time for carrying out, 
as before related, the long-cherished 
and 
by 
lar 
the 
most 
savage 


blow for liberty yet attempted in any 
country. 
The disaffection existing 


among Chinese against the present 
reigning ruler of the empire will have 
its culmination by simultaneous at- 
tacks being made, first at Canton, and 
in the Cantonese provinces. There 
the first strike toward overthrowing 
the Chinese dynasty and establishing 
in its place a purely representative 
and republican form of government 
will be made. Internal dissensions 
will 
be brought about as if by 


one accord, and before the ruling 
powers are aware of it, the whole 
empire will 'be in arms. 
Advantage 


is to be taken of the present helpless 
condition of the Chinese government, 
thereby preventing what would other- 
wise be a strong opposition. 
The 


story of the contemplated revolt in 
favor of a republic in China on the 
lines of that of the United States, was 
learned 
from 
a wealthy 
Chinese 


resident 
of 
these 
islands, 
who 


is among the chief supporters of the 
movement, a trusted agent of Li Hung 
Chang, and one who has taken a 
prominent part in inducing local Chi- 
lese to recruit and return to China 
and take part in the conflict. His 
story is that Li Hung Chang has been, 
'or a number of years, secretly plot- 
ting to overthrow the present dynasty 
of China, and proclaim himself or son 
Lt, president. To this end Chinese, 
x>th home and abroad, have been in- 
terested in the movement through 
heavy rewards and glowing prom- 
ises of the progressive nation to be 
made out 
of China. Trustworthy 


agenta were sent to the United States, 
Cuba, C'anada, Hawaiian Islands, and 
other places where Chinese reside in 
any respectable number. The duty of 
hese agents was to form societies, 
:ommonly known as Chinese Progres- 
sive Political Society. Assessments 
are levied upon each member, the 
total amount being transmitted to an 
agent in Canton. Allied with Li 
dung Chang are many eminent Chi- 
nese who have 
been educated in 


American colleges, and through these, 
with powerful friends at court, the 
scheme has been worked to a point 
where the blow is ready to be struck 
it any moment. Slowly but surely 
Mongolians have been returning to 
their native land with acquired sav- 
ngs, most all of them being well 
versed in modern warfare and accus- 
omed to handling the latest makes of 
irearms and cannon. A number of 
brei?ners have been brought into the 
•mpire as teachers and masters of 
drill, whose duty it Is to instruct Chi- 
nese in all branches of warfare. Arms 
jave been purchased both in England 
md America for the expected revolt, 
ind will be available at the proper 
ime. 
In the Hawaiian Islands, where 
here are some 25,000 Chinese, corn- 
rased of all classes, selection has been 
nade of those who are able and wili- 
ng to join fortunes with the revolu- 
lonists. During the past two years 
lundreds have left the islands, taking 
with them savings of several years, 
until at the present, it is estimated, 
that the total number having left for 
-his purpose being over 3,000. 


A wealthy and prominent China- 


man of Honolulu is now in China, 
whither he was called by Lt Hung 


bang, to receive latest news concern- 
ng the conspiracy. He has been an 
active agent of the movement in the 
Hawaiian Islands The party men- 
loned is LOW in Hongkong, where he 
s safe from possible arrest and sum-

Loriin A. Thurston's review of the 


Pacific cable situation is an exhaustive 
statement of what baa been done in 
the past, the possibility of future ac- 
tion on the part of other governments, 
and suggestions for the conduct of the 
Hawaiian Government. There have 
been four different methods of estab- 
lishing a Pacific cable proposed during 
the past year, viz: 
1. By Euglaud, Canada and Aus- 
tralia, from Vancouver to Australia. 
•J. By the United States Government, 
from California to Honolulu. 3. By 
the French Cable Company owning 
the line from Australia to New Cale- 
donia; via Samoa to Honolulu and 
San Francisco, and including Tahiti 
in the circuit. 
4. By an American 


company from California to Honolulu, 
there branching to Japan and Aus- 
tralia. 


PAST ATTITUDE OF HAWAII. 


While successive Hawaiian Admin- 
istrations have favored the establish- 
ment of trans-Pacific cable communi- 
cation, their attitude has been a 
passive one. They have successively 
been willing to grant subsidies and 
privileges to other governments and 
private companies, but have never 
themselves taken the initiative. It 
is submitted that, next to annexation 
to the United States, cable communi- 
cation with the outer world is of the 
first importance to Hawaii; and to 
secure it should be made a leading 
feature of the policy of the present 
Government. 
If this proposition is 


correct, I further submit that there 
are two old saws applicable to the 
situation, viz: "The Lord helps them 
who help themselves," and "If you 
want a thing done, do it yourself; if 
not, get some one else to do it." For 
the past twenty odd years Hawaii has 
passed acts, granted franchises and 
listened to propositions without secur- 
ing a foot of cable or materially ad- 
vancing the prospect that one will be 
laid. 
It is further submitted that the facts 


hereinbefore recited disclose a condi- 
tion of affairs under which it is not 
only legitimate and proper for the 


• Hawaiian Government to itself take 
the matter up and actively promote 
the enterprise; but that such course 
will be founded on sound business 
principles and good statesmanship. 


There is no lack of precedent in the 
past history of Hawaii for the course 
suggested. 
(1) When steam communication 


between the islands was not profit- 
able enough to warrant private capi- 
tal in engaging; therein, the Govern- 
ment bought a steamer and carried on 
the business for years, until it became 
self supporting. (2) When there was 
not enough travel to support a good 
hotel in Honolulu the Government 
built one. (3) Before private capital 
could be prevailed upon to take up 
the Honolulu water 
orks and elec- 
tric lighting the Government con- 
structed the necessary plants and still 
operates them. All of these enter- 
prise's have proved beueficial to the 
public, although each proposition was 
opposed when first projrcted. 
Remarking on the difficulties in the 


way of the speedy success of the Cana- 
dian plan, Mr. Thurston notes the 
"Opposition of the Eastern Extension 
Company," which has a monopoly of 
the Australian business, "Opposition 
to government ownership," as devel- 
oped at the Ottawa conference, the 
apathy of the Imperial Government 
toward giving financial aid, "Diffi- 
culty of making the cable exclusively 
British," and the 
"Opposition of 


South Australia." 
After fully dis- 


cussing the above topics Mr. Thurston 
says: 
"Experience has demonstrated that 


the men at the bead of both the Cana- 
dian and the Southern Colonial gov- 
ernments, are bold, brainy, resource- 
ful and capable of overcomiug obsta- 
cles far greater than those now in the 
way of the Pacific cable; but it seems 
to be a reasonable inference to draw 
from the foregoing facts, that, unlesu 
there is a radical change in the atti- 
tude of the Imperial Government to- 
ward the enterprise, there will at 
least be a considerable delay in the 
consummation of the project." 
The prospects of cable construction 


by the French Cable Company are not 
regarded as encouraging. 
Of con- 
struction by the United States Gov- 
ernment the following is paid: 


Although the proposition to con- 


struct a, government cable from Cali- 
fornia to Hawaii secured such a strong 
majority at the last session of the 
Senate and suijh a large minority in 
the House of Representatives; and al- 
though the next House of Represen- 
tatives is overwhelmingly Republican, 
and the measure is practically a Re- 
publican one, the Republicans in 
both Houses voting iu favor of the 
measure almost to a man, I do not 
think there is much probability of a 
cable beiug laid by thia means within 
several years, if at all. 


My reasons for this opinion are . 
First.—That there bas for years ex- 


isted and still exists a vtroug semi 
merit in all parlies of tne Uuiled 
tjiates against government ownership 
of cable*, telegraphs,' railroads, etc 
There liiut of late tieeu a rapid devel 
opnient of a contrary sentiment, but 
it cannot yet 
tit- claimed to be the 


dominant sentiment upon the su jert. 
It is of my personal knowledge lliat 
Hpveral strong advocates of the reoe it 
propo-itiou to lav a x o v c r u n i e u t cable 
to Honolulu would personally much 
have preferred Home other meant of 
accomplishing the object, a x u b - i i l y 
or guarantee for example, but advo 
cated the mpiuturM oo t h e ground of 
Its patent necessity ami the f"H t h a t 
no other medium appeared to be feii-i 
ble at that time.

Notwithstanding 
therefore 
tbe 


strong support given to the proposi- 
slliou at the last session of Congress, 
It is uot at all certain that the next 
Congress will support a similar meuB- 
ure, especially If a private company, 
with auy plausible prospects of success 
In laying the cable, applies for a sub- 
sidy to assist In BO doing. There is 
little doubt In my mind that the ap- 
plication at the last Congress for a 
charter was Injurious to the govern- 
ment ownership proposition, although 
It was not Intended BO to be, and al- 
though there was no prospect of early 
action by such company. 
Second:—'From 
Mr. 
Cleveland's 
past expressions on the subject, I 
think It not at all improbable that he 
would veto a proposition Tor the gov- 
ernment construction ot the cable, If 
not a subsidy to a company. 
Even though a government appro- 


priation should be made, Congress 
does not me«t until next December, 
and the appropriation bills are not 
passed until the end of the session 
which does not usually end until some 
time between June and September; 
this Involves a delay of fifteen or 
eighteen months before we will know 
whether tbe proposition is to be fav- 
ored or rejected 


The proposition to construct the 


Nicaragua canal either by the govern- 
ment directly or through a subsidized 
company has been for years before the 
American public; has received the en- 
thusiastic support of Legislatures, 
Chambers Of Commerce and individ- 
uals throughout the country; has been 
favorably recommended by tbe presi- 
dents of both parties and by the sev- 
eral comraittses of both Houses of 
Congress to which It has been re- 
ferred, and yet year after year legisla- 
tion carrying out the proposition has 
failed of enactment. 
With this example 
before 
our 


eyes we should not spare any effort on 
our part because of expectation that 
the cable may be constructed by tbe 
United States Government without 
action on the part of Hawaii. 
Construction by an American cable 


company appears to be the most feasi- 
ble plan. The following suggestions 
are made for Government action: 
First. Secure as soon as practica- 


ble from a competent cable engineer 
or engineers, a full, technical opinion 
setting forth: 
(1) The needed size, weight and 
composition respectively of a cable 
from California to Honolulu; from Ho- 
nolulu to Japan; from Honolulu to 
Australia. 


(2) The engineer's estimate of cost 


of each of these lines. 


(3) The tonnage, power and equip- 


ment of a cable repair ship for the 
California-Honolulu line; likewise for 
such additional lines. 


(4; The engineer's estimate of the 


cost and annual running expense of 
each such ship. 


After obtaining such opinion and 


estimates, draw up, under tbe super- 
vision and advice of such engineer, 
full detail specifications, setting forth 
the location, length and character of 
the several cables designated. 


Submit such specifications to the 


repective builders of cables, and ob- 
tain from them tenders setting forth: 


(1) For what sum they would build 


each such cable; or any two, or all of 
them, f. o. b. at the nearest point of 
shipment. 


(2) For what sum they would do 
likewise and lay, operate and keep 
such cables in repair, respectively, for 
a period say, of two or three years. 


(S) Procure tenders of a similar 
character for furnishing the necessary 
cable ship or ships. 
Before any government or company 


can be reasonably expected to under- 
take definite action it must know two 
things, viz: (1) What is required? (2) 
What it will cost? We do not now 
know either of these facts, but both of 
£bem can be ascertained at slight cost. 
PROCEDURE AFTEK INFORMATION IS 


SECURED. 


Having la band tbe information 


from the engineer defining exactly 
what we want; the tenders showing 
exactly what we can get it for and the 
information as to what we can depend 
upon both from private Individuals 
and other governments, we will then 
be in a portion to decide what is best 
for ourselves to do. 
Whatihis course may prove to be 


depends entirely upon the information 
developed and the outside assistance 
available. 
It Is not necessary now to decide up- 


on what course should be pursued; 
there are several methods of procedure 
however, any one of which might be 
adopted which seemed best under tbe 
circumstances as they appear at that 
time. 
For example, we may be able to get 


the cable construction company or an 
independent company to lay the cable 
upon a guarantee of income by the 
Hawaiian Government; the Govern- 
ment in its turn securing partial assist- 
ance by taking the guarantees of re- 
sponsible business men above referred 
to.Or Second, we may be able to secure 
.the layingof tbe cable upon guaran- 
teeing a certain percentage, say four 
or five per cent, upon a given amount. 


Or Third, we may be able to take a 


certain amount of stock in a company 
formed for tbe purpose. 


Or Fourth, we may be able in com- 


bination with other governments to 
build and operate the cable as a joint 
enterprise. 
In closing I would call attention to 


the fact that the present cable to Aus- 
tralia is an extremely profitable prop- 
erty, having paid for it* entire plant, 
accumulated a surplus capital of sev- 
eral million dollars and is now paying 
6 per cent, on the present watered cap- 
ital, being an equivalent of 9 per cent, 
on the actual capital invested. 


While there is no probability that 


the single link from San Francisco to 
Honolulu wouM be financially profit- 
able, It is almost,certain that tbe com- 
pletion of its important link In the 
Pa< ific system toother with tbe 
fur- 


nishing to other nations of the definite 
iuformation above suggested, would 
speedily crystalize tlm 
present in- 


choate cable status into definite action, 
and result In the "peedy completion 
of the entire system, in which event. 
thorn ia every reason to believe tli.it
